-He said that the recruitment : program was initiated 
about two or three weeks ago for the purpose of determining 
the number of men available, qualifications and military 
experience as well as other pertinent items regarding their 
“packground including their home; address and means, by which 
they may be contacted.

Oe DE TORRES’ Said that ih addition to veterans of the 
Bay of Pigs invasion, the organization is accepting applications 
for recruitment from anyone presenting themselves at the office 
and’ ‘have even accepted some applications from Americans who 
have volunteered their’ services: eae enouee they do not intend to 
utilize any but Cubans. 


i ‘Mr.° DE TORRES furnished a copy of the recruitment 
eao an English translation of which is set forth 
below: l

DE TORRES stated that the organization has an office 
in New York and Key West but that they are only accepting 
applications for enlistment in the Miami office. He also pointed 
out that there is no plan to utilize any of the men recruited unless 
the base in Central America can, be established.
